Now we have it! The chords 
have been struck. The vibra- 
tion has started. No turning 
back. No quibbling over petty 
impossibilities. No time to croak 
or poke. It is straight forward 
now—head up, stiff upper lip 
and teeth set. Big old spikes in 
your heels to prevent slipping 
and sliding- Never try to cross 
the bridge till you get to it, but 
be prepared to cross every dif- 
ficulty without a bridge if the 
bridge does not happen to be 
there when you get to the 
stream: 


I know what it is to be de- 
pressed and overcome with fear. 
I know what it is to be dis- 
couraged. I’ve seen people of 
a wavery, wishy-washy disposi- 
tion, but I also know the other 
side. There is no happiness in 
a life of depression and fear. 
Fear has torment. Discourage- 
ment is a trick of the devil to 
thwart the purposes of God. 
Once I was so discouraged I 
could hardly live. A letter from 
a friend brought me to my 
senses. I fell on my knees and 
promised God if He would for- 
give me for that spell of dis- 
couragement I would never 
yield to it again. I have kept 
that solemn promise. I have 
been tempted to yield, but by 
an extra effort I have as often 
straightened up and pushed my 
head above the waves. 


I do not understand how peo- 
ple can be two-faced. I may 
not know any of such people, 
but I’ve often heard of them- 
Driven about with the wind and 
tossed. One influence will pull 
them one way one time and an- 
other influence in the opposite 
direction at another time. Iam 
usually slow in making deci- 
sions, but when they are made 
there is no back track to take. 
I have been told that no squirm- 
er or wriggler will win in any- 
thing except failure. Almost 
any one can win in failure if he 
backs down and begins to floun- 
der and grumble. 


I have learned many things 
in life, and doubtless will have 
many more to learn, but one 
thing that sticks to me is that 
I must have a purpose in view 
and then not allow myself driv- 
en from that purpose by fear or 
favor. No influence must shake 
my barque or turn it to one 
side. I would not be in the 
shoes some people are wearing 
for all I can think. A certain 
influence causes them to make 
a certain promise one day, and 
another influence causes them 
to break that very promise the 
next day. Such people are to 
be pitied rather than criticised. 


Once I heard a promise made. 
The parties concerned did not 
know I heard it. It was fair 
and legitimate. It seemed good 
to me and I enjoyed the 
thoughts of it. It seemed per- 
fectly sincere on the part of 
both parties engaged in the con- 
never gave a 
thought but that it would be 
fulfilled to the letter. I waited 
expectantly. It was to mature 
and be fulfilled the next day. 
The next day came and one of 
the parties was on hands. The 
other did not show up, neither 
sent any apology or excuse. I 
never learned the reason, but I'll 
tell you one thing, it weakened 
my confidence in the one that 
failed. Would not have been so 
bad if there had been an excuse 
or apology sent, but never a 
word. 


not a squirmer or wriggler it 
must be a close cousin. Prob- 
ably somebody has a name for 
it. I once made a contract with 
aman. At the time he seemed 
perfectly satisfied and happy. 
Later I was informed that he 
was very much dissatisfied 
about it. I merely stated that 
we had a perfect agreement and 
a good understanding and for 
my part I was going to act like 
everything is all right. I would 
not even allow myself to ques- 
tion him about it even if I had 
heard he was dissatisfied. I 
would not let my confidence 
shake in him enough to even 
mention to him what I heard. I 
did not consider such a thing 
to be manly, and I did not want 
to become babyish. I waited 
for some mention of dissatisfac- 
tion to me, but it never came-. 
So I naturally supposed that he 
was either not so dissatisfied as 
was reported, or he remembered 
the square deal and decided it 
would look flimsy to mention it. 


Many have read the story of 
the young man Daniel who was 
taken captive and carried into 
a distant land far away from 
home. He purposed that he 
would not defile himself with the 
king’s meat. This story of the 
lion’s den, and its twin story of 
the three Hebrew boys thrown 
into the furnace of fire, have 
been the means of buoyancy to 
thousands since that time. 


These stories are old but there 
is always a freshness in the tell- 


ing of them over again. They 
always have the pith in them. 


Those boys were made of the 
genuine metal. All the entrea- 
ties, then the threats by those 
in authority and who had power 
over’‘them, had no effect upon 
them. They could die, but they 
could not be turned from their 
purpose. Daniel could pillow his 
head upon the shaggy mane of 
a big old ferocious beast for a 
good eight hour’s nap, and his 
three associates could walk 
about in the furnace of fire with 
the Son of God, but they could 
not be frightened by the growls 
of the lions, nor by the fierce 
flames of fire as they leaped 


and danced and roared. 


These boys were not squirm- 
ers, nor wrigglers, they were 
rather men of one idea, men of 
courage, the kind of men that 
are in demand today. When 
only a small boy I overheard a 
conversation between my father

In fact, I see no place for 
squirmers and wrigglers in 
this great campaign for the 
Lord.

drop his nickel or dime into it. 
When the desired amount of 
one dollar or two dollars is 
reached the envelope should be 
sealed and kept ready to turn 
in on the great day, the seventh 
of May. The name of the col- 
lector should be written on the 
envelope by the pastor or treas- 
urer or who ever distributes 
them at the church on Easter 
Sunday. A careful record should 
be kept of every one given out 
so the pastor or treasurer will 
know when they are all re- 
turned. These instructors should 
all be studied by both pastor 
and treasurer so they can in- 
struct and explain everything to 
the boys and girls when the en- 
velopes are given them. 


We are also sending a very 
small envelope for every mem- 
ber of the church at each 
place.

We want to make this a 
great day everywhere, and spe- 
cial preparations should be 
made, at every local church, to 
give the people a good time and 
then give them a chance to help 
boost the collections. 


I think it well for the people 
to bear in mind that the Editor 
and Publisher, is not the origi- 
nator of this drive.

Ques. What did a voice in the fourth 
chapter of Revelation tell John about 
the events of the remaining chapters? 

Ans. Hs said, “I. will shew thee 
things which must be hereafter.” 

Ques. Is everything from the fourth 
chapter for the future, and to take 
Place after the rapture? 


Ans. Yes, except where the narra- 
tive is referred to as a sign. 

Ques. Is chapter twelve a sign? 

Ans. Yes. It is referred to as a 
wonder but the Greek word is semeion 
which means, in this instance, a sign. 

Ques. Do the narratives referred to 
as a sign refer alone to the future? 

Ans. No. They should be taken sym- 
bolically, therefore, may refer to the 
past. 


Ques. What was the appearance of 
the sign John describes? 

Ans. He said, “There appeared ** 
a woman clothed with the sun, and the 
moon under her feet, and upon her 
head a crown of twelve stars.” 

Ques. What then does this symbol 
woman represent? 


Ans. I will not answer directly but 
will give a few Scripture verses. First, 
I will ask, 

Ques. What does the Song of Solo- 
mon, chapter six, verse ten, represent? 
Here it is, “Who is she that looketh 
forth as the morning, fair as the 
moon, clear as the sun, and terrible 
as an army with banners?” 

Ans. Notice the song refers to she, 
the feminine. Doubtless, this is the 
church and so says the heading of the 
chapter. 

Ques. What statements do we find 
concerning this in Isa. 66:8? 

Ans. “For as soon as Zion travailed, 
she brought forth her children.” 

Ques. How are the children referred 
to at verse 7? 

Ans. They are referred to as a man- 
child, 

Ques. What is the woman’s name 
in connection with the man-child? 

Ans. Her name is Zion. Verse 8. 

Ques. What does Zion mean? 

Ans. The word Zion is taken from 
the Hebrew word tsijon which means 
rising, also summit or high peak. This 
special mountain at Jerusalem is 
called Mt. Zion because it is the high- 
est mountain of Jerusalem, being 
2,593 feet above the Mediterranean and 
100 feet above Mt. Moriah. Zion also 
means sunny. ! 

Ques. What is thts lofty mountain a 
type of? 


Ans. It is a type of the Jewish na- 
tion, also spiritual Israel. 

Ques. What does Webster say that 
Zion represents? 

Ans. He says it is the theocracy or 
Church of God. 

Ques. What do we have at Heb. 12: 
22,23, on this? 

Ans. “But ye are come unto mount 
Zion.” Then explaining further he 
says, “To the general assembly and 
church of the first-born.” 

Ques. What does the writer mean 
by this? 

Ans. He means we have come now 
(not after death), to Zion, the city of 
the living God, the general assembly, 
the church of the first-born etc. The 
experience at Mt. Horeb was great on 
account of God’s presence. Moses 
said, “I exceedingly fear and quake.” 
But the writer of Hebrews is trying 
to show that we have come to a great- 
er mountain than Horeb, called Mount 
Sion. 


Ques. Perhaps some will say, “You 
say Sion represents the Jewish nation, 
also the church, why not it be the na- 
tion alone? 

Ans. No. It cannot be the nation 
for this chapter is another chapter of 
recurrence going back to the fourth 
chapter. In the fourth chapter the rap- 
ture had taken place but there were 
some things that the writer couldn’t 
mention without breaking the trend of 
the narrative. So this chapter is for 
the purpose of telling us something 
else which is very important. 


Ques. Well, who can this woman be? 

Ans. If we can find out who the 
man-child is, perhaps we can find out 
who the mother is. More than once 
my home has been located by my chil- 
dren being there. One said to me, “I 
saw your home today.” I asked him 
how he knew. He said, “I saw your 
daughter, she is your very image.” 
There it is, if we can find the man- 
child, I believe we can find the mother. 

Ques. What is the first special fea- 
ture of the man-child we notice in 
verse five? 

Ans. He is to rule the nations with 
a rod of iron. 

Ques. What did Jesus tell John of 
the people that are holding fast when 
He comes, those who are accounted as 
the overcomers? 

Ans. He said, “To him will I give 
power over the nations.” Rev. 2:26. 
“And he shall rule them with a rod of 
iron.” Verse 27; Dan. 7:22. 

Ques. Who then is to have power 
over the nations and rule with a rod 
of iron? ’ 

Ans. Phe overcoming saints, those 
who hold fast till He comes. 

Ques. Who then represents the over- 
coming saints? 

Ans. The man-child represents the 
overcoming saints. 

Ques. What other mark of identifica- 
tion do we have of this man-child? 

Ans. He will be caught up to God 
and to His throne. Now as Isaiah re- 
fers to the offspring of this mother as 
children, also man-child, it wouldn't 
be out of order to say Zion’s children 
will be caught up to the throne. 

Ques. Do we have any Scriptural 
reference that there will be any caught 
up? 

Ans. Yes. “Then we which are 
alive and remain shall be caught up 


together with them in the clouds, to 
meet the Lord in the air.” 1 Thes. 
4:17. 

Ques. What promise has the Lord 
given to the overcomers in the Phila- 
delphian period? 

Ans. “Because thou hast kept the 
word of my patience, I also will keep 
thee from the hour of temptation, 
which shall come upon all the world, 
to try them that dwell upon the 
earth.” Rev. 3:10. This is the. catch- 
ing up of the man-child. 

Ques. What did Jesus say to His 
disciples as recorded in Luke? 

Ans. He said, “For as a snare shall 
it come on all them that dwell on the 
face of the whole earth. Watch ye 
therefore, and pray always, that ye 
May be accounted worthy to escape 
(to be caught up) all these things 
that shall come to pass, and to stand 
before the Son of man.” Luke 21:35, 
36. 

Ques. What is another mark of iden- 
tification? 

Ans. They were brethren, not just 
one child, but all taken together as one 
man-child. 

Ques. Where do we get the state- 
ment that the man-child is referred to 
as brethren. 

Ans, After the man-child is caught 
up to the throne (and we have no rec- 
ord of any going just before the trib- 
ulation but the man-child) the ac- 
cuser is cast down. John heard a loud 
voice saying, The accuser of our breth- 
ren is cast down. Verse 10. 

Ques. What then is the summary of 
the preceding? 

Ans. The summary is, the man- 
child represents the overcoming saints 
who are to rule the nations with a rod 
of iron. They are to be caught up to 
the throne, they are brethren, not sin- 
gular number, yet having the quali- 
ties and disposition of a strong male- 
child. 

Ques. Where do we get another 
glimpse of this man-child after being 
caught up to the throne, and what is 
said of him (them)? 

Ans. In chapters four and five, they 
have their crowns on, they play harps, 
sing songs etc.

After praying I de- 
cided to go from Parrott, Va., to Pu- 
laski, to see Brother J. A. Davis on 
some business for the church. Broth- 
er Davis was the overseer of Virginia. 
Upon examination of my purse I found 
that I did not have enough money for 
my train fare so I decided to walk a 
part of the distance. After eating my 
breakfast, I started out on foot. I had 
not gone far when I was overtaken by 
a gentleman in an automobile. He 
stopped and asked if I wished to ride. 
(This is .something unusual in this 
part if the country for a man to stop 
and take in a man on foot.) I rode 
with him awhile and then got out and 
walkeq on to New River.

that I had time to walk on to Dublin 
before train time so I kept going. 
Stopping under a shade tree to rest, 


I found a negro tramp who told me 
he was sick, hungry and tired. I 
talked with him about his soul, gave 
him part of my money and went on 
up the road, much refreshed by my 
rest. A little farther on another car 
stopped for me and I rode right in to 
Pulaski, praise our God, and Brother 
Davis and I had our business talk. 
After dinner I bought me a ticket 
to East Radford. I had to change 
cars there and wait some time. The 
depot was full of men, women and 
children. 

My attention was attracted "to some 
well dressed and cultured men who 
were talking about the coming elec- 
tion. They seemed to forget where 
they were and were making proposals 
to bet certain sums of money on the 
election. This almost broke my heart 
and I went on the outside and began 
singing a song. The people in the de- 
pot came out to hear me and I prayed 
and preached to them about the peril- 
ous times in which we are now living. 
I reproved the men for talking about 
gambling in the presence of women 
and children. 


After I finished preaching, I laid my 
Bible on the sidewalk and told them 
that the old Book said that they who 
preach the gospel should live of the 
gospel and they gave me about $5.00. 
Even the men whom I had reproved 
contributed liberally. Praise our God. 


It was now train time ang I had to 
leave. The train was full of people 
and I began to sing. They seemed to 
enjoy it but the conductor came and 
told me they didn’t want any singing 
on that train. I thanked him and told 
him I would respect his orders. Then 
the power came on me and I began 
to shout and talk in tongues. The 
conductor stood in the aisle watching 
me. His face turned red and then 
white but ‘he didn’t say anything more 
to me. When we got to Parrott, I 
slapped him on the shoulder and told 
him that I did not mean to disrespect 
him in any way, that I stopped singing 
but I couldn’t stop shouting and talk- 
ing in tongues. I told him I loved 
him and hoped he wouldn’t have a 
wreck. He thanked me for my inter- 
est in him and I got off the train. 


That night I went tothe regular 
services ang we had a good meeting! 
Two received the Holy Ghost and spoke 
in tongues. Thank God! I consider 
this one of the best days in all my life 
for the Lord. 





The Promise is to Those 
Who Endure to the End 


Dear Brother Tomlinson, and All the 
Saints—Greetings: 
I have been thinking of writing for 
the Evangsl ever since I have been in 
this way which is only a few months. 


I will tell a little of my experience 
as I am new in the way of holiness. 
We first heard holiness and the Church 
of God preached about six years ago. 
It suited both wife and me and we 
both sought the blessing but as there 
was sO much opposition and the meet- 
ing was short we failed to get the 
blessing. I was at this time a local 
preacher in the M. E. church. Feel- 
ing the call tothe pastorate we moved 
to Boaz, Ala., where I was pastor of 
four Sand Mountain churches. This 
year in the regular pastorate I was 
convinced of my need. I hungered 
for the Pentecostal blessing yet I didn’t 
have enough faith to believe that we 
could have it as the one hundred and 
twenty did at Pentecost. I didn’t feel 
condemned but I was hungry for the 
power of God to make me bold like old 
Peter was after Pentecost. I had pro- 
fessed sanctification several years be- 
fore under the preaching of Rev. Jno. 
L. Brasher at Birmingham, but I found 
out later I hadn’t kept that blessing. 


At the conference at Birmingham 
in 1920, I was left without an appoint- 
ment to attend the church school at 
Boaz, at my request, thinking that 
more education would give me power. 
Having been in the high school before 
I was graduated from the John H. 
Snead Seminary in April, 1921, and in 
June of that year Brother Ellis, Broth- 
er McLain and his good wife came 
to Boaz to run a meeting. We cer- 
tainly were glad to hear the full gos- 
pel as it had been six long years 
since we had heard it. We began to 
go to the meeting and I must say that 
wife was braver than I as she didn’t 
feel bound as tight as I did to the M. 
E. church. The tempter said to me, 
“Now you are a member of this great 
M. E. Church and a member of the 
conference and a graduate from the 
Seminary and the future is bright for 
you.” I didn’t cut loose all at once 
as wife did, I cut the ropes gradually. 
We finally got tame enough to get 
close to the front and would testify. 
Wife would say she was nungry for 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost and I 
would say, “If there is anything more 
for me, I want it.” You see that little 
if shows that there was yet doubt on 
my part as to what the Lord had for 
me. 


This meeting closed, only two having 
receiveg the Holy Ghost. We_ kept 
praying and reading the Word, so one 
day—the 2ist of July, while we were 
singing at our home, the blood of Je- 
sus was applied to wife’s heart and 
she skipped and shouted over the 
floor. I was now hungrier than ever 
because my faith was stronger. On 
the next day I went to the Lord really 
expecting something from Him. Af- 
ter tarrying for awhile the glory came 
flooding my soul. The  sanctifying 
power was so real in our experiences 
that we thought we had the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost. We thought it 
strange because every one who testi- 
fied in the meeting or through the 
Evangel spoke in other tongues when 
the Holy Ghost came. We then 
thought that maybe the Lord wanted 
us to stay on in the M. E. Church as 
sanctification would have been accept- 
able with them without the tongues 
and manifestations, but we had some 
manifestations which would have been 
objectional. What were we to do? 
Not qualifieq for the Church of God 





and objectional to the M. E. Church. 
The Lord didn’t aim to leave us in 


= — 





such a predicament so he sent the 
same band of workers and Brother F. 
J. Lee and his wife back to Boaz in 
September to help us out. We en- 
joyed this meeting as we had cut all 
the ropes. One day, SEPT. 7, 1921, 
the power of God knocked me back- 
ward from the altar in the saw- 
dust and before I arose I knew 
what it was to be completely un- 
der the power of the Holy Ghost, 
even my tongue was controlled by and 
used by the mighty power of God. I 
can now feel the quickening power in 
my body as I think of that DAY. 
Wife was not at the meeting on this 
eventful afternoon so I had some good 
news for her. The next morning find- 
ing herself alone with the Lord she 
went down after the blessing and it 
wasn’t very long until the blessed Holy 
Ghost came with the evidence of 
speaking in other tongues. 


Something said to me, “Now, if you 
join the Church of God you will have 
to be baptized by immersion.” I was 
sprinkled when an infant by some 
good old Mehodist minister, and I felt 
satisfied about it. I suggested to wife 
that we join the Pentecostal Church 
as they would take sprinkling or any 
other mode of baptism. Wife had al- 
ready been immersed by choice when 
she joined the M. E. church so that 
question was not bothering her. I be- 
gan to study the question from a Bib 
lical standpoint. I found in John 3: 
23, “And John also was baptizing in 
7Enon * * * because there was much 
water there,” I knew it didn’t take 
but a small quantity of water to sprin- 
kle several candidates for I had done 
that in receiving members into the 
M. I. Church. Again I found that 
when Jesus was baptized He went up 
straightway out of the water. These 
Scriptures with others and my ex- 
perience—the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost convinced me that immersion is 
the Bible mode of water baptism. 
When I was baptized with the Holy 
Ghost my body was completely under 
the power of the Holy Ghost, so when 
you are baptized with water your body 
is completely under the water so my 
experience helped me to settle the 
question of water baptism. 


All questions now being settled, we 
were added to the dear old Church of 
God Oct. 9, 1921, and had the great 
privilege of attending the Sixteenth 
Annual Assembly of the Church of 
Gog at Cleveland, Tenn. I must say 
that if there had remained any doubts 
about the Church of God being right, 
this great feast would have forever 
settled them. 


We are praising God for what He 
has done for us and for a place in His 
great vineyard to work. We are here 
at Alabama City by God’s appointment, 
we feel. The saints and the friends to 
the cause received us just as they re- 
ceive answers to prayers for anything 
else, for they had been praying that 
the Lord would send them a pastor. 
What we have done or what may be 


+done here this year God must have all 


the glory and honor. This is certainly 
an important field being midway be- 
tween Attalla and Gadsden—which will 
one day be one city. We have hun- 
dreds of people from these cities to 
hear the gospel. Our church building 
is not sufficient at all to accommodate 
the people. Not many come for curi- 
Osity now as this is one among the 
oldest Churches of God. We are re- 
spected and protected here. We found 
a good deal of schism and little fric- 
tion here but, thank the Lord, we are 
coming to a oneness and the Lord is 
recdégnizing it too, because His power 
is being manifesteq at times in a won- 
derful way. I notice when the power 
is manifested that sinners and back- 
sliders are convicted and come to the 
altar. Oh, may we not be a chunk in 
the wheel of Zion or an Achan in the 
camp to hinder the victory. We are 
in a great battle, let us hear the com- 
mands of our leaders and obey them 
and victory will surely be ours. 


To the saints in Alabama, let us be 
loyal to our state overseer, you know 
he is dependent upon the churches 
for support. I believe that fifteen 
cents per month from each one will 
amount to a liberal support. Alabama 
City has adopted this plan. Come on, 
let us all do that. We have also 
adopteq a plan for missions. This is 
the plan—ten cents per member each 
month. We do not have these plans 
on a hundred per cent. basis yet but 
we are still working at it. Don’t ever 
think that you are a loyal Church of 
God member when you are too stingy 
to pay the tithes and offerings to the 
missionary cause and to the support 
of those over us. I don’t believe God 
knows stingy Christians. The eyes of 
the world are on us, therefore, let us 
live up to our high standard. Don’t 
dance and talk in tongues on Sunday 
and then go out Monday and cheat 
your neighbor in a horse trade or sell 
them three-fourths of a pound of 
butter for a pound or beat your gro- 
ceryman out of what you have eaten 
up or meet your brother or sister on 
the street and turn your head just be- 
fore you meet or maybe take a dip 
of Bruton or a chew of Brown Mule. 
You remember God tested Gideon’s 
army and out of thirty-two thousand 
men only three hundred could stand 
the test so you need not be surprised 
when so many are being turned down 
in these days. According to God’s 
Word only a few will be saved and the 
promise is to those who endure to 
the end. 

Pray for us here that we may always 
live the clean life, preach a clean life 
and demand that others live it. ,

We have many applications to receive 
more children and we thank God for 
the nice large new cottage which is 
nearing completion, which will accom- 
modate many more dear little helpless 
children. Our hearts are melted in 
sorrow and grief because at the pres- 
ent we are unable to care for all 
who need our help. It is a heart 
rending thing to have these dear little 
orphans knock at our door for shelter 
and food and our loving care when we 
have to say, Not yet, but soon we hope 
to be able to take you in.

Dear saints and friends, please wake 
up and pray up so we'll know what 
our duty is to these poor little starv- 
ing, ragged, sorrow-stricken children. 
Our number of children should be 
much larger but we are hardly able 
at present to care for the few. It 
seems that the dear people can’t do 
as we wish and we are so neglected 
that provisions are too scarce with us 
to care for the children as we ought. 
How my heart melts in sorrow and 
my eyes are watered in tears to know 
that such is the case. But we can do 
hetter than this if we will only trust 
God and try. It appears to me that 
there is no excuse in the sight of God 
our Father for such a woeful evistence 
ef affairs. The fault lies in us, in 
our unbelief, not trusting in God. 


I had a test case of this some time 
ago. I wrote to Brother C. W. Stew- 
art at Marion, Va., that I would be 
there on a certain day to organize a 
committee for the Church of God Or- 
nhanage and Childrens Home. Dear 
Brother Stewart is a man of God and 
one who trusts God for soul and body 
but he thought it would be better to 
come to his place later as conditions 
would perhaps be better, but knowing 
the need of food and other supplies 
in our Orphanage I went on at the 
appointed time. We prayed ang sang 
and talked to the members and to our 
friends and organized a committee. 
We set Monday, Feb. 27th, for a day 
of gathering in supplies and every one 
who could do so brought his package 
to the church on Monday night and, 
thanks be to God, packages of many 
kinds anq sizes came in till we got 
about 600 pounds which was valued 
at $79.82. We got seventeen live 
chickens and the wholesale house gave 
us a new coop to ship them in. We re- 
ceived several other articles too. See 
what God has done and what He will 
do if we trust Him more. We were all 
really surprised at what the Lord had 
done. Oh, let us have more faith in 
God. I trust that other churches will 
do the same thing and not wait till I 
come to them before they do something 
for God. 


Remember, dear friends, the amount 
you give to the support of these little 
ones in our care you are giving to 
God—laying up treasures in heaven 
which you will receive some day with 
compound interest, glory, glory, glory! 
Just think what a glad day of rejoic- 
ing it will be when we receive our 
home in heaven if we are true and 
faithful here and havefed the hungry 
and have clothed the naked, admin- 
istereq to the sick, cared for stran- 
gers and have comforted those in 
nrison—have lived a pure and unde- 
filed religion in our Lord Jesus Christ 
by visiting the fatherless and widows 
in their affliction and have kept our- 
selves unspotted from the world.
